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C.P.R. CALGARY SHOPS 


“Great Car Shops to be Erected by the 
C.P.R. at Calgary, to be Known 
as The Ogden Shops, 


The great car shops which the Can- 
‘adian Pacific Railway Co. is erecting 
near Caigary, Alberta, will rank am- 
angst the biggest undertakings of 
Canada's great transcontinental’ road. 
They are happily named the “Ogden 

. Shops” in honor of Mr. G. Ogden, 
one of the.vice-presidents of the com- 
pany, and the town which will grow 
up around them is also to be called 
Ogden. 
be of the’ most modern construction 
and equipment, and will coifsist of a 
group of twenty buildings, and occu- 
py an area of 120 acres of land, the 
locomotive Works alone 
from six to eight acres. The Ogden 
shops are intended by the C.P.R. to 
provide for the repairs to equipment 
on {ts western lines. That they will 
have plenty of work to do is éVidenc- 
-ed from the fact that the Canadian 
Pacific Railway makes it a point to 
completely overhaul its rolling stock 
at least once a year, This company 
does this so that its: equipment may 
always be in the highest possible 
state of efficiency. A few years ago 
the Angus shops at Montreal and the 
shops at Winnipeg Were sufficient for 
this work, but the C. & P.R.’s *equip- 
ment has increased so greatly within 
last few years, that the Ogden shops 
are’ a necessity Between two and 
three thousand men will be employed, 
and thev will be systematically hous- 
ed on a modern plan that will make 
the town of Ogden one of the world's 
model hives of industry and an ideal 
residential place for the workingman. 

The naming of the shops after Mr. 
‘Ogden is a particularly happy choice 
by Sir Thomas Shaughnessy, for that 
gentleman is one of the real old 
guard of the C.P.R., a veteran in- 
deed, having for thirty-one years giv- 
en the best of his talents to the com- 
pany's service, 

A New Yorker by birth, belonging 
to a family of financiers, his fore 
fathers having been bankers, Mr. Og- 
den has spent the larger portion of 
his busy life in the finance depart- 
ments of railways. In 1871 he became 
Paymaster and accountant of the 
Chicago & Pacific Railway and 
five years later was auditor of that 
company. The high reputation he 
gained with the C, & P.R. attracted at- 
tention towards him, and at the birth 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany in 1881 he was selected to take 
charge of the finances of the western 
‘division of the road, with headquar- 
ters at Winnipeg. Two years excel- 
lent work in the west was followed 
by his promotion to the position of 
chief auditor of the entire system, 
the higher title of controller being 
bestowed upon him in 1887. Other 
honors quickly followed, and in 1901 
he was made vice-president of the 
Company, having naturally the fin- 
ances of the large corporation parti- 
cularly unde. his charge. 

During all these years Mr. Ogden 
displayed rare financial ability and 
acumen, and in the struggling days 
of the company-eand there were not 
a few of them in the eighties and the 
early nineties—his advice and know- 
ledge materially aided in tiding the 
‘C.P.R. over many a financial diffi- 
culty, (‘Hie work, indeed, would form 
a large part of the history of the C. 


In having the Company's huge 
‘works at the foothills of the Canadian 
Rockies named after him, Mr. Ogden 
is paid a justly deserved tribute—a 
tribute none the less to his many ex- 
cellent qualities of head and heart 
‘than to his great financial genius and 
‘to his long years of loyalty and faith- 
fulnees to the great corporation with 
which he has been associated from its 
infancy and with which he has grown 
to see it take the foremost place am- 
ongst the great transportation com- 
panies of the world.

(his business interests to a competi- 
;tor and came to Alberta. He at 
| first accepted a position in the office 

f the Edmonton Bulletin, first in 
the news room and later in the job 
department. In the fail of 1906 he 
went as foreman in. the office of the 
Mail (now defunct) at Camrose, re- 
maining until the spring of 190., when 
he located in Daysland and commen- 


!ced the publication of the Press, 
then the only paper between Cam- 
| rose and Saskatoon, either on the 


C.P.R. or the G.T.P.. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that now nearly every. 
town on both those lines of railway 
has a_ paper of its own,-the-Press 
continues to hold a good patronage 
and has moved to very desirable 
quarters of its own, on one of the 
very best corners in town. This 
has only been possible because of 
the editor’s high ideals of journalism 
and his determination to carry them 
out as far as can be made practical 
in so small a town in so,new a dis- 
trict.

The Titanic, the Largest Ocean Liner ever Detigned, 
Struck a Submerged Iceberg and went down, Carrying 
Kiundreds of Victims to a Watery Grave 


New York.--Jn the darkness of the jin her 


night and 1» water two miles deep 
the Titanic of ine White Star fleet, 
and the gres\est of all ocean steam: 
ships, sank to tae bottom of tne sea.

fleet, while sreeling westward on her 
malden voyaxe takes rank in _ mari- 
time history 1s the most terrible of 
al} recorded cisasters of the sea. 


When the ‘itanic struck te moun- 
tain of ice that sent ner to the betton 
within four hours after the impact. 
she was steam’ng at the rate of 18 
knots an hour. Tho shock also de 
molished: the preud vessel which her 
builders and ser captain had be- 
lieved nothing could master. Hit- 
ting the impene‘rable ice mass fairly 
with her towering boom, the ship 
was almost ren asunder at the first 
blow. 

Her decks were ripped and torn, 
her sides and fulkheads were split 
and shattered af with the hammer of 
some Titan, from the bow to a point 
almost amidships. Her uppdr works 
and some of her boats were splinter- 
ed, while a shower of debris from her 
spars fell upon the decks like giant 
hail, Though the ship had struck 
the monster obstruction head-on, as 
her bow rose clear of the water, 
smashed to an unrecognizable mass 
of bent and shivered steel, the vessel 
listed heavily te port and threatenei 
{fo turn turtle before the  recoi! 
brought what wis left of her proud 
form back to in even keel. Tie 
Titanic had forced her giant bulk 
away ‘ip on a submerged spur of the 
iceberg, a phenomenon which is not 
infrequent in most disastrous co!- 
lisions with these giant-like sontinels 
of the banks. In mounting upon the 
jagged ice spur, and in sliding back 
from her position, the ship had torn 


out many of her bottom ~'*‘-- from} 


the midships section, forward to bow. 
As a result her compartments, from 
amidships forward, were 
flooded. She took in water at a rate 
that wefied the efforts of her pumps 
and soon began to settle by the head, 
listing heavily to port and rolling in 
the trough of the sea.

Withing less than an hour after the 
doomed queen of the ocean fleets had 
struck, she had settled so fast that

atus went out of:commission, At the 
same time the failing of her dynamos 
extinguished her electric lighting 
system and the mammoth craft was 
plunged into a Stygian darkness, ex- 
cept for such feeble gleams as were 
afforded by the use of torches and 
lanterns. These served only to em- 
piasize the horror of the midnight 
| darkness, made more weird by reflec- 


rounding the stricken ship. In the 
darkness the work of launching the 
remaining boats was made more diffi- 
; cult, but all the boats, or nearly all, 
had cleared the wreck before the Ti- 
tanic had taken her final plunge into 
the obscure depths of a grave two 
tniles deep.
